AUTOMATIC ’PHONES 


Five Hundred Line Addition to 
Present Equipment Will Be 
Completed This Week 


Before the close of the present 
week the installation of the 500 line 
addition to the equipment of the au- 


tomatic telephone exchange will have 


been completed, affording provision 
for the numerous applications for 


services to which the department 
have been unable to respond since the 
beginning of the year. In all some 
twenty-five applications for 
phones are on hand. 

It has been decided to make pro- 
vision in the estimates of the depart- 
ment for the year, for the installation 
of another addition to the system, 
500 lines. This will bring the instal- 
lation, which with the completion of 
the addition at the end of this week 
will provide for 3,000 lines, to 3,500 
lines by the end of the year. It is 
possible that this additional instal- 
lation to be undertaken during the 
coming season, will meet all demands 
until the branch exchanges to be 
erected in 1912, have been equipped. 
But the capacity of the present cen- 
tral exchange may be still further in- 
creased if necessary, by the addition 
of still another 500 line unit, which 
will bring the total capacity to 4,000 


units. i 
The cost wf each 500 line unit is 


approximately $'5,000. The standard 
charge of the Automatic Telephone 
Company is $29.42 for each line.
